Assassin  guns  down  Pope; 
surgery  proves  successful 


VATICAN  CITY  (AP)  —  Pope  John  Paul  II, 
shot  down  by  a  Turkish  gunman  as  he  greeted 
15,000  tourists  and  faithful  at  his  weekly 
audience  in  St.  Peter’s  Square,  came  through 
more  than  5  1/2  hours  of  surgery  for  six  wounds  in 
“good  and  stable”  condition,  his  doctors  said 
early  Thursday. 

They  said  the  prognosis  remained  “guarded,” 
largely  because  of  the  risk  of  possible  infection, 
but  added  that  the  pontiff  was  conscious  and 
breathing  on  his  own. 

As  John  Paul  beamed  and  waved  to  the  crowd 
packed  Wednesday  in  the  sunlit  square,  shots 
were  fired  and  the  pope  slumped  in  his  white 
jeep,  witnesses  said.  Blood  stained  his  white  gar¬ 
ments  and  horrified  witnesses  cried,  “Oh  no!  Oh 
no!.”  Police  quickly  took  into  custody  a  man 
identified  as  a  Turkish  right-wing  terrorist  who 
had  vowed  to  kill  the  pope.  He  told  them  he 
“couldn’t  care  less  about  life.” 

The  gunman’s  bullets  also  wounded  two 
women  in  the  crowd,  one  of  them  an  American. 

In  Poznan,  Poland,  a  woman  said  John  Paul’s 
homeland  was  praying  for  “the  burning  heart  of 
Poland  radiating  through  the  world.” 

A  press  release  issued  early  Thursday  by  the 
Vatican  and  signed  by  the  attending  physicians 
said,  “At  the  end  of  the  operation,  the  pope 
recovered  consciousness,  breathing  spon¬ 
taneously,  and  was  in  good  and  stable  cardiocir- 
culatory  condition.” 

“The  patient  came  through  the  operation  in  a 
satisfying  manner.  The  prognosis  remains  stric¬ 
tly  guarded  in  part  because  of  risks  deriving  from 
post-operative  infection,”  the  Vatican  press 
release  said. 

Earlier,  the  director  of  the  surgery  unit  at  the 
Gemelli  Policlinico  hospital,  Professor  Giancarlo 
Castiglioni,  had  termed  the  operation  “suc¬ 
cessful”  and  told  reporters,  “The  pope  was  very 
lucky.” 


After  the  5  1/2-hour  operation  and  blood 
transfusions,  the  60-year-old  pope  was 
transferred  to  the  hospital’s  emergency  care  unit 
where  he  was  expected  to  remain  for  48  hours. 
The  operation  began  at  11:55  p.m.  EDT  and  en¬ 
ded  at  5:25  p.m.  EDT. 

Castiglioni  said  the  pope  was  shot  twice  in  the 
lower  intestine.  He  said  one  bullet  passed 
through  the  body,  causing  another  wound  when  it 
left,  and  another  stayed  in  the  body  and  was  ex¬ 
tracted  by  surgeons.  The  pope  also  had  two  slight 
wounds  on  his  right  arm  and  one  on  his  left  hand. 

“We  have  sound  hopes  that  the  pope  will 
remain  with  us,  that  he  will  continue  to  live.  He 
wasn’t  hit  in  vital  parts  but  they  were  not  light 
injuries.  Important  blood  vessels  were  just  barely 
missed  and  the  pope  was  very  lucky,”  said 
Castiglioni. 

In  Ankara,  the  suspect  was  believed  to  be 
Mehmet  Ali  Agca,  the  convicted  assassin  of  the 
editor  in  chief  of  the  respected  Turkish 
newspaper  Miliyet,  Abdi  Ipekci.  Ipekci  was  gun¬ 
ned  down  on  an  Istanbul  street  Feb.l,  1979. 

Agca  was  reported  by  the  Turkish  press  to  have 
vowed  to  kill  the  pope,  in  a  letter  he  left  behind 
when  he  escaped  from  Istanbul’s  Sagmalcilar 
military  prison,  shortly  before  the  pope  visited 
Turkey  in  the  fall  of  1979. 

In  Washington,  the  Turkish  ambassador  to  the 
United  States,  Sukru  Elekdag,  said  Agca  was  “a 
well-known  fugitive  from  Turkish  justice  —  a 
terrorist  who  had  been  tried  and  convicted  for  the 
murder  of  a  prominent  Turkish  journalist.” 
Turkish  police  had  been  under  orders  to  shoot 
him  On  sight. 

First  reports  from  Italian  police  sources  said 
two  men  were  seized  and  a  third  was  being  sought 
in  the  shooting,  but  officials  later  made  no  men¬ 
tion  of  any  suspect  except  the  23-year-old  man 
who  identified  himself  as  Agca.

He  called  the  outcome  a  “clear 
indication  that  the  Senate  is  dramatically 
prepared  to  change  its  spending  habits.” 

On  the  other  half  of  the  Reagan  program, 
Domenici  said,  “I  will  predict  the  president  will 
certainly  get  substantially  what  he’s  asked  for” 
on  tax  cuts,  including  a  multi-year  reduction  in 
personal  taxes  and  lower  business  levies. 

The  Senate  budget  plan  for  fiscal  1982, 
starting  Oct.  1,  would  cost  $12  billion  more  than 
the  House  version,  mostly  technical  differences 
to  be  resolved  by  negotiators  for  the  two  cham¬ 
bers.  That  work,  beginning  Wednesday,  could  be 
finished  this  week. 

The  next  major  battlefields  will  be  in  in¬ 
dividual  congressional  committees  which  must 
decide  during  the  next  month  where  and  how  to 
cut  federal  programs. 


Guilty  plea  made

Two  BYU  students  have  pleaded  guilty  to 
a  third-degree  felony  charge  in  connection 
with  the  theft  of  more  than  $2,000  worth  of 
sports  equipment  from  the  Richards 
Building. 

Clifford  Barrow,  a  freshman  majoring  in 
chemical  engineering  from  Woodinville, 
Wash.,  and  James  Steven  Thomas,  a 
sophomore  with  an  undetermined  major 
from  Martinville,  Va.,  were  charged  with 
taking  the  equipment  in  April. 

The  students  made  their  guilty  pleas  in 
4th  District  Court  after  waiving  a  hearing  in 
8th  Circuit  Court.

Violence  increases 


Authorities 

BELFAST,  Northern  Ireland  — 
British  authorities  refused  to  release 
the  body  of  IRA  hunger  striker 
Francis  Hughes  for  seven  hours 
Wednesday  until  his  family  agreed 
not  to  drive  it  through  Roman 
Catholic  West  Belfast  for  a  hero’s 
farewell. 

The  move,  in  an  attempt  to  avert 
further  violence,  came  as  Catholic 
rioters  attacked  police  patrols  with 
gasoline  and  acid  bombs  in  West 
Belfast  in  angry  response  to  Hughes’ 
death.  The  25-year-old  guerilla, 
convicted  of  murdering  a  soldier, 
died  Tuesday  on  the  59th  day  of  a 
fast  at  the  Maze  prison. 

Hughes,  a  legendary  figure  in  the 
IRA,  had  been  serving  a  life  sen¬ 
tence.  He  and  27 -year-old  Bobby 
Sands,  who  starved  himself  to  death 
a  week  before,  went  on  a  hunger 
strike  in  a  bid  to  win  from  the 
British  government  political 
prisoner  status  for  Irish  nationalists.

Police  said  milkman  Eric  Guiney, 
45,  injured  in  rioting  nine  days  ago 
after  Sands’  death,  died  Wednesday 
in  a  Belfast  hospital.  His  14-year- 
old  son,  Desmond,  injured  in  the 
same  violence,  died  Friday. 

Guiney,  who  died  without  regain¬ 
ing  consciousness,  was  the  fifth  per¬ 
son  killed  violently  since  Sands’ 
died  nine  days  ago. 

His  death  raised  the  known  death 
toll  from  Northern  Ireland’s  nearly 
12  years  of  political  and  sectarian 
bloodshed  to  at  least  2,101. 

Police  also  announced  the  death 
of  14-year-old  Julie  Livingstone  who 
lived  in  the  Roman  Catholic  Ander- 
sonstown  district  of  Belfast. 
Authorities  said  she  was  admitted 
to  the  hospital  late  Tuesday  suffer¬ 
ing  severe  head  injuries  but  police 
have  not  determined  whether  she 
was  injured  in  the  widespread 
rioting.

Four  pounds  of  marijuana  and  750  “hits”  of  speed  were  con¬ 
fiscated  in  the  drug  arrests  made  Tuesday  night  in  Salt  Lake 
by  Provo  police  and  the  Salt  Lake  City  Strike  Force. 

In  addition,  four  persons  were  also  arrested  on  burglary 
charges  in  Provo  Tuesday  night. 

“After  the  Salt  Lake  arrests  Tuesday,  we  were  worried  our 
main  suspects  in  Provo  would  hear  I  was  involved  in  the  drug 
arrests,”  Cunningham  said,  “so  we  went  ahead  and  made 
arrests  in  Provo  that  night.” 

The  groundwork  for  Gip’s  was  laid  by  undercover  officer 
Keith  Wride,  with  Cunningham  running  the  actual  business 
aspect  of  the  operation. 

The  fence  was  financed  from  $12,000  budgeted  by  the  city 
for  police  undercover  work. 

Markling  said  enough  profit  was  made  from  legal  business 
dealings  at  Gip’s  to  cover  “business”  expenses  plus  pay  the 
rent  on  the  downtown  building. 

“Provo  has  a  reputation  for  doing  a  bust  this  big  once  every 
six  to  eight  months,”  he  said. 

“Due  to  lack  of  funds,  we  haven’t  done  this  for  a  year,  but  I 
think  we’re  just  getting  back  on  the  track  again. 

“I  don’t  think  it’ll  be  the  last  one.”

The  nationwide  coal 
strike  is  affecting  Utah 
Power  and  Light  and 
the  company  may  have 
to  cancel  a  planned  $8 
million  rate  reduction 
for  Utah  customers. 

In  Idaho,  UP&L 
asked  the  Idaho  Public 
Utilities  Commission 
for  an  “emergency”  rate 
hike  surcharge  Wednes¬ 
day,  saying  the  strike  is 
costing  the  utility 
money. 

The  surcharge  is  to 
help  pay  for  the  higher 
cost  of  buying  electric 
power  from  outside 
sources,  as  opposed  to 
producing  the  power  it¬ 
self. 

UP&L  said  if  the 
strike  lasts  until  May 
31,  it  will  need  $610,000 
from  Idaho  customers 
to  defray  the  costs.  If 
the  strike  lasts  through 
June,  the  utility  said  it 
would  have  to  seek  $2.3 
million. 

UP&L  is  now  trying 
to  extend  its  coal  sup¬ 
plies,  said  Ray  Walker, 
the  customer  service 
manager  for  the 
southern  division  of  the 
company.  He  said  the 
company  may  have  to 
go  to  other  utilities  to 
buy  more  expensive 
power. 

If  the  $8  million  rate 
reduction'  is  scrapped, 
it  will  have  very  little 
effect  on  the  customers 
in  Utah,  Walker  said. 
Bruce  Hutchinson,  a 
rate  administrator  for 
UP&L,  said  it  would 
amount  to  about  a 
dollar-a-month  in¬ 
crease. 

Originally,  customers 
were  to  be  refunded 
through  rate  reductions 
because  the  company 
spent  less  on  fuel  last 
winter  than  expected. 

Gene  Lambert,  the 
director  of  the  division 
of  public  utilities  for 
Utah,  said  UP&L  may 
have  to  buy  energy  from 
other  sources  at  a  much 
higher  rate  which  may 
prompt  a  stop  to  the  re¬ 
fund  program.

His  letter,  mailed  to 
Miliyet  on  Nov.  26, 
referred  to  the  pontiff 
as  “the  spiritual  leader 
of  the  Roman  .Catholic 
Church.” 

The  letter  is  still  kept 
by  police  in  Istanbul, 
Turkish  police  said 
Wednesday.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Mormon  Church 
leaders  said  they  “deplored”  the  shooting  Wed¬ 
nesday  of  Pope  John  Paul  II,  and  promised  to 
pray  for  his  “full  and  speedy  recovery.” 

A  statement  released  by  the  First  Presidency  of 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints, 
said,  “We  deplore  the  assassination  attempt  on 
the  life  of  Pope  John  Paul  II  and  offer  our  prayers 
for  his  full  and  speedy  recovery.  Such  an  oc¬ 
currence  is  lamentable  and  tragic.”

1978  congressional  extension  of 
lights  Amendment  deadline. 


U.S.  District  Judge  Marion  Callister,  a  former 
Mormon  Church  official,  took  under  advisement 
Wednesday  a  government  motion  to  dismiss  the 
two-year-old  lawsuit.  Callister  was  expected  to 
hear  further  arguments  on  pre-trial  motions  for 
summary  judgements  today. 

Idaho,  Arizona  and  three  state  legislators  from 
Washington  are  seeking  to  overturn  Congress’ 
granting  of  a  three-year  extension  of  the  deadline 
for  ratifying  the  ERA. 

The  lawsuit  also  seeks  to  force  Congress  to 
recognize  the  votes  of  five  states  —  Idaho,  Ten¬ 
nessee,  Kentucky,  Nebraska  and  South  Dakota 
—  to  rescind  their  previous  ratification  of  the 
ERA. 

Idaho  Attorney  General  David  Leroy  told 
Callister  Wednesday  that  Congress  overstepped 
its  authority  by  extending  the  deadline  until 
June  30,  1982.  He  contended  the  extension  from 
seven  to  10  years  trampled  “the  rights  that 
should  and  do  bring  us  before  this  court.  Both 
states  and  state  legislators  have  an  intense  right 
...  to  cast  votes  and  express  public  policy.” 

So  far,  35  states  have  voted  to  ratify  the  ERA, 
three  short  of  the  38  needed.  Five  states  have 
rescinded  their  votes  and  no  state  has  voted  to 
ratify  the  ERA  since  the  deadline  was  extended.

The  office  will  be 
bringing  in  groups  to 
play  so  students  can 
“eat  to  the  beat.” 

Also  coming  this 
summer  is  a  bluegrass 
festival.  Students  will 
be  invited  to  listen  to 
six  or  seven  big  bands, 
according  to  the  office. 

Pillow  concerts  will 
be  new  starting  fall 
semester.  Students  can 
bring  pillows,  lounge 
around  outside  and 
listen  to  many  popular 
groups.

The  outdoor  shop  also  rents  10- 
speed  bikes  and  the  popular  tan¬ 
dem,  or  two-seater  bicycles  for  $7  a 
day.

Religion  accented 
with  selection  of 
new  academic  V.P. 


BYU  may  be  stepping  into  a  new  realm  of  religious  emphasis  with 
the  appointment  of  Dr.  Noel  Reynolds  as  associate  academic  viee 
president.  Reynolds  will  be  responsible  for  the  General  Education 
Program,  Honors  and  Religious  Studies.  In  speaking  of  the  ad¬ 
ministrative  change,  Dr.  Eliot  Butler,  BYU  academic  vice  presi¬ 
dent,  said  religion  had  become  more  than  just  a  college.  Reynolds’s 
appointment  makes  Religious  Studies  the  only  area  of  study  on 
campus  that  has  an  academic  vice  president  specifically  responsible 
for  it. 

The  one  contribution  BYU  can  make  to  students  that  most  other 
universities  cannot  is  instruction  in  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  Butler,  the  difference  between  a  college  or  technical 
school,  and  a  university  is  that  a  university  offers  a  wider  range  of 
learning  opportunities.  Along  with  the  G.E.  program,  which  should 
insure  that  students  get  a  well  rounded  education,  religion  has  now 
been  given  a  highly  influential  position  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  per¬ 
vade  the  entire  university. 

Although  indicators  say  students  aren’t  likely  to  see  striking 
changes  within  the  university  between  now  and  next  year,  10  years 
from  now  BYU  students  may  discover  religion  plays  a  more  central 
role  in  their  university  education.  And  it  should. 

President  Holland  said  this  change  will  make  religion  the  “hub” 
of  the  university  program,  rather  than  just  a  spoke,  which  is 
representative  of  BYU’s  colleges.  As  if  to  answer  the  question  of  why 
BYU  needs  to  offer  students  more  than  just  a  general  university 
education,  Butler  explained  BYU’s  destiny  is  higher.  LDS  students 
at  BYU  should  welcome  the  difference  this  new  administrative 
structure  could  make  in  the  religious  emphasis  of  their  university 
studies.

Most  of  the  participants  were  not  BYU  students 
so  their  actions  may  be  excusable  under  a  plea  of  ignorance.  It  was 
distressing,  however,  to  witness  a  BYU  player  turn  the  air  blue  after 
missing  a  shot,  with  an  expletive  resembling  truck  or  duck  or 
something  along  those  lines. 

During  an  observatory  stint  at  the  BYU  bowling  lanes  several  peo¬ 
ple  were  witnessed  using  profanity,  including  one  bowler  who 
managed  to  find  some  reason  to  swear  after  every  thrown  ball.

chological  reorientation.  Tricks,  like 
the  “Walter  Gong  method,” 
sometimes  work.  It  is  my  opinion 
that  gimmicks  usually  serve  to  cover 
up  the  primary  problems  that  a 
teacher  may  continue  to  have. 
Thus,  teacher  improvement,  if  the 
university  community  is  committed 
to  teacher  improvement,  will  be  a 
costly  and  slow  process  in  many 
cases  —  probably  more  than  75  per¬ 
cent  of  the  cases  (I  can’t  prove  this 
with  data  —  just  impressions). 

Based  upon  the  information  on 
teacher  improvement  that  came  to 
me,  I  have  come  to  believe,  rather 
strongly,  that  what  many  of  us  need 
is  good  psychotherapy  by  highly 
qualified  therapists.  Many  of  us 
need  a  healthier  point  of  view  before 
we  can  even  be  expected  to  clean  up 
our  respective  acts.  I  suppose  that 
my  comments  here  can  be  construed 
as  a  cry  for  help  by  me  and  many 
others.  What  we  do  not  need  is  to  be 
told  either  by  labeling  us  publicly  as 
bad  teachers,  or  indirectly  by  leav¬ 
ing  our  names  off  lists  of  good 
teachers,  that  we  are  bad  teachers.  I 
am  now  very  confident  that  such 
rating  procedures  do  very  little  in  a 
positive  permanent  way  to  improve 
poor  or  incompetent  teaching.  I  am 
also  convinced  that  the  problem  of 
poor  teaching  that  relates  to  poor 
self  image  on  the  part  of  the  instruc¬ 
tor  is  very  widespread  amoung  us 
faculty.  If  this  impression  is 
realistic,  then  I  would  conclude  that 
incredibly  serious  and  extensive 
damage  is  done  to  the  teaching 
business  by  reinforcing  or  feeding 
bad  self-image  problems.

I  wish  to  express  my  feelings 
about  the  recent  student  sponsored 
publication  “Open  Door.”

I  came  away  very  impressed 
with  at  least  one  significant  con¬ 
cept:  real,  actual,  teacher  improve¬ 
ment  often  requires  profound  psy-
